River group asks commissioners’ 
help to stop city dam removal

Five members of the AuSable River 
Protection Association were present 
at the last meeting of the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners, June 
3. The association presented facts, 
figures, and photographs gathered by 
the group showing potential damage 
to wetlands if a dam is removed. 

The association requested the 
commissioners assistance in fighting 
the possible removal of the Grayling 
Millpond Dam. — 

Commission chair Lee Riley 
indicated that road commission 


1 manager/engincer Richard Young is 


currently looking into what would have 
tobe done toset upa special assessment 
district, 
Commissioner Dennis Long 
indicated that on at least two occasions 
the board had protested the proposed 
removal of the dams. According to 


» Long, the commissioners had sought 


the prosecuting attorney's advice on 
legal action which could be taken to 
stop dam removal. He agreed with the 
river association that the board has a 
responsibility for the eco-system 
created by the dams near the turn of 
the century. 

The board decided to place 
prosecutor John Huss and engincer/ 
manager Young on their next agenda 


to provide legal options and progress 
update on the millpond issue. 

Inan interview with district fisheries 
biologist Dave Smith of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
Monday, June 8th, it was indicated 
that the millpond dam was not an 
immediate issue with the D.N.R. 
Smith said that unlike the Salling Dam 
which was extremely decrepit, 
necessitating its removal or repair, the 
milipond dam poses no imminent 
danger to people or the environment. 

Smith did say that the D.N.R. is 
conducting water temperature studies 
and some cost/benefit analyses with 


regards to the millpond. Smith stated’ | 


his personal belief that “the AuSable 
is a freeflowing, cold, precious river 
best known for trout and floating 
(canoeing, boating) and that barriers 
and impoundments don’t fall into that 
area.” 

In other action, the board of 
commissioners will be setting up a 
public hearing upon the request of the 
housing commission in order toreceive 
public input requesting variance of 
current zoning restrictions to allow 
erection of a pre-fabricated home for a 
low-income resident. 

The sheriff has requested additonal 
personnel to help with with clerical 
and office management chores, He 


was supported in his request by 
commissioner Bob Smock, who 
believes that the need for additional 
personnel i, a very real one. 

Finally, as requested by his father, 
Bill Borchers of the equalization

50th reunion attracts more than 
500 CCC veterans to county

It was the time of the great 
depression. A time when money was 
scarce. Families lost their homes and 
businesses went under, Thousands of 
hungry young adults walked the streets, 
searching, day after day, and hoping 
that they would soon find work enough 
to keep them alive. 

In 1932, Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
“New Deal” sounded mighty good to 
an unemployed nation so they sent 
him to the White House to see what he 
could do for them. Thizty-seven days 
after his inauguration, the Civilian 
Conservation Corps was bom and for 
the next ten years, three and one half 
million young Americans served the 
CCCs, building their country back into 
the land of opportunity that they had 
previously known, 

In Michigan, one hundred and 


twenty-five scparate military style 


camps were constructed to house 
thousands of workers, and the work 
was hard. Building roads, bridges, 
landing fields, and fighting forest fires 
under the supervision of the Michigan 
Conservation Department, the men 
returned to their camps at night to 
Strict military discipline. 

The food was military style and the 
pay was meager. They worked for one 
dollar a day and at the end of the 


month, when they were paid, they had 


to send twenty-five dollars back home 
to their families. 

Rev. Bill Fraser of Grayling was 
one of the men who spent time in the 
CCCs and he was on hand atthe North 
Higgins Lake State Park to 
commemorate the fifticth anniversary 


of the national CCC veterans 
organization. Bill is now the National 
CCC Chaplain, and a Regional 
Director of the National CCCs. 
“After walking the streets of Flint 
wondering if I was going to have to 
steal my next meal, I enjisted in the

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Grayling Air Gunnery Range hosting Open House 


This is for the people who love 
aircraft of all types. Having lived in 
the Gaylord area for over five years, it 
amazes me that so many people travel 
io various paris of the state to atiend 
air shows. They watch warbirds of 
any type do fly-bys, simulated 
bombing and strafing runs, yet know 
nothing of what goes on right here in 
our own back yard. 

Well, for those who have never been 
outtothe Grayling Air Gunnery Range, 
(G.A.GR.,) let me tell you just what 
you are missing. The G.A.G.R. is 
withouta doubt the best kept secret for 
those like myself who love flying. Itis 
one of the things that make this 
country’s military pilots the best in the 
world, The job training to a large part 
takes place right here in Waters. It is 
just ten miles south of Gaylord, and 
four miles east of Exit 270, off I-75 at 
the Waters exit. The Open House 
normally starts at 9 a.m. until 4 p.m. 
Plan to spend the entire day, you'll 
love it like the rest of us.

It is best to call the range and see 
what is happening during the day that 
you wish to visit. Better yet, be sure 
that you do not miss the open house 
that they have ficld annually since 
1989, This year’s date is June 27th. It 
should be another great performance 
if last year’s show was any indication. 
The 1991 G.A.G.R. Community 
Appreciation Day was the best ] have 
seen to date. You could really see the 
difference from pre-gulf war to post- 
gulf war. 

So you want to know exactly what 
the heck they are doing out there? 
Picture this: Two A-10 Thunderbolts 
fly overhead at 4000 feet, and are 
given information about an imaginary 
enemy target within the confines of 
the G.A.G.R, valley. As the A-10s 
circle, they position themselves so they 


can start a 4000 foot bombing pass. 


Upon impact with the ground the 
bombs give off white smoke so the 
two control towers can give a score to 
the pilots after each pass. When the 


bombs are spent, they then perform 
rocket and/or missile attacks. Then 
the real fun starts as they make their 
strafing runs with 30mm cannon fire. 
All runs with any of the weaponry are 
scored by the ground crews. Also in 
training are the forward aircontrollers 
(FACs) whose jobitis tocommunicate 
with the aircraft and call them in onthe 
proper targets. 

I’ve seen a good friend of mine 
stand there, his hands shaking with 
excitement. All he could say was 
“Wow!” You wonder what will ever 
top this part of the show, well that’s 
just the start. Depending on what is 
planned for the day, you could still 
look forward to more A-10s, plus F- 
16s, A-7s, AH-1s, UH-1s, and so on. 
G.A.G.R. is used by both fixed wing 
and helicopter units. 

Please be sure to bring ear protection. 
This is not normally required for the 
bomb drops. I’ve not seen them drop 
high explosive bombs, but is always a 
good idea around machine and Gatling 
gun fire.

Fetal tissue transplants are fueling a 
political controversy in Washington, 
Under normal circumstances most of 
us would view such medical 
procedures and research in the same 
acceptable light as donor transplants.

Dr. Nathanson goes on to describe 
acquiring of pancreatic tissue for 
diabetics: “If you are dealing with 
pancreatic tissue for adult diabetics, 
the situation is different. There, you 
need tissue from babies between 
roughly four to seven months. In that 
instance, the abortionist must take the 
baby from the women, but not kill it in 
the process, because the tissue has to 
be fresh and alive.” Following induced 
birth or cacsarean section, the doctor, 
without anesthesia, cuts open the 
baby’s abdomen and extracts the 
pancreas. It is then chopped up and 
injected into the diabetic. The baby is 
then killed. 

No wonder Dr. Nathanson says of 
such procedures, “It betrays a 
utilitarian attitude toward fellow 
human beings worthy of Dracula...A 
civilization that accepts the principle
